Help The North End Company 
pLANS of the North End Fire company, or- 
* " ganized over three years ago, for the 
erection of a firehouse in the north end of the 
borough appear to be still in the talking stage 
with no assurance that anything will be done 
ifflhe near future. 
. 


Members of the company had been in- 


' volved in a rhubarb with Hie /om'ng authon- 
ties with whom they disagreed. The differ- 
ence was remanded to the county court which 
gave the company the go-ahead "signal to 
build a firehouse on their lot at Prospect and 
Evans streets. 


That was about ~a year ago. The 


•weeds are still there. 


The company was organized to provide 


fire equipment for the fast growing north end 
of the town. Houses were sprouting in all 
directions. 


Three years later they are still popping up 


everywhere, and yet there is no determined 
and concerted movement on the part of the 
fire company members to crystallize their 
plans and provide fire protection. 


It is commend?ble that a group of public 


spirited citizens are aware of the dangers in 
that there is no fire company in the north 
end. It is even more commendable that they 
have taken the steps they have taken as a 
preliminary to providing protection. 


But this group of citizens has no ob- 


ligation to themselves or their neighbors. 
Strictly speaking it is a borough problem. 
And it is up to the borough to provide, by 
some method or another, adequate fire 
protection. 


Borough authorities should warmly wel- 


come the generosity and inclinations of the 
North End members, But the^orough^should 
not look on the" company as a body to" which 
it miglil udbs Hie buck.

SYMPTOMS ranging from headache 


fo bad temper are often blamed on high 
blood pressure. But this poor illness has 
enough discomforts of its own without 
receiving credit for all headaches, dizzi- 
ness, shortness of breath, or loss of 
temper. 


Recently a study was made of 200 


persons with very high blood pressure. 
Of these patients, those who knew of 
their elevated blood pressure were com- 
pared with those who had no knowledge* 
that such a condition existed. 


In both groups, the severity of the 


high blood pressure or hypertension was 
about the same. 


Of the 200 p a t i e n t s , 104 were 


unaware that they actually had raised 
blood pressure. 
Eighty-seven of these 


did not suffer from severe headaches. 
' 


Of the 96 patients who knew of their 


high blood pressure, 71 complained of 
headache?, and the remainder of the 
patients complained of other symptoms, 
such as shortness of breath, "dizziness, 
and extremely short tempers. 


From this data, it can be seen that 


many of the symptoms that accompany 
high blood pressure may be a product of 
the worry and anxiety 
that go with 


knowing that all is not right within the 
body. - 


This does not mean, however, 
that 


high blood pressure is not to blame for^ 
some headaches. It can'give symptom!^ 
of severe headache, especially in women 
going through the- change of life.

SYMPTOMS ranging from headache 
to b ad temper are often Warned on high 
b lood pressure. But this poor illness ha 
M 
enough discomforts of its own w ithout^ 
receiving credit for all headaches, dizzi­ 
ness, shortness of b reath, or 
loss 
of 
temper. 
Recently a study was made 
of 
200 
persons with very high b lood pressure. 
Of these patients, those who 
knew 
of 
their elevated b lood pressure were com­ 
pared with those who had no knowledge* 
that such a condition existed. 
In b oth groups, the severity of the 
high b lood pressure or hy pertension was 
ab out the same. 
Of the 200 pa t i e n t s , 104 were 
unaware that they actually had raised 
b lood pressure. 
Eighty -seven of these 
did not suffer from severe headaches. 
Of the 96 patients who knew of their 
high b lood pressure, 71 complained rtf 
headaches, and the remainder of 
the 
patients complained of other sy mptoms, 
such as shortness of b reath, dizziness, 
and extremely short tempers. 
From this data, it can b e seen that 
many of the sy mptoms that accompany 
high b lood pressure may b e a product of 
the worry and anxiety 
that 
go 
with 
knowing that all is not right within the 
b ody . 
This does not mean, however, 
that 
high b lood pressure is not to b lame f o r ^ 
some headaches. It can give .sy m ptom p| 
of severe headache, especially in women 
going through the change of life. 
But, 
the b elief that a headache is a b ad sign 
of hy pertension seems to b e false.

New York Bars Hiss 


From All Law Practice 


By RAY TUCKER 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 30-Alger Hiss 


is barred forever by New York State 
statutes from even the most minor and 
lowliest connection with the practice of 
law. when he completes the prison sen- 
tence given him on conviction of perjury 
in the Whittaker Chambers conspiracy. 


This discovery has considerable signi- 


ficance, in view of reports in legal 
circles that a job would be awaiting him 
on his release from the penitentiary. 
-Because of-his admitted brilliance, it 
was said that the former State Depart- 
ment official, although disbarred, would 
be engaged as an adviser, consultant or 
even a law clerk by some of his personal 
or professional friends. 


However, section 90, subdivision 2, of 


New York's Judiciary Law erects the 
following barrier against legal employ- 
ment of any lawyer disbarred on con- 
viction of a felony: 


"It .shall be the duty of the Appel- 


late division to insert in each order 
of suspension or removal hereafter 
rendered a provision which shall 
command the attorney and counsel- 
lor-at-law thereafter to desist and 
refrain from the practice of law in 
any form, either as principal or as ' 
agent, clerk or employe of another. 
In addition, it shall forbid the per- 
formance of any of the following 
acts, to wit: 


"a. The appearance as an attorney 


or counsellor-at-law before any court, 
judge, justice, board, commission or 
other public authority. 


"b. The giving to another of an 


opinion as to the law or its application, 
or of any advice in relation thereto."

Social Security: Coverage will be 


extended to about 10 million not now 
included in the system and payments 
may be increased to apply to ap- 
proximately $1500-a-year incomes. 


Agriculture: Farm price supports 


will be continued at near-present levels, 
but they may vary with different crops. 


Labor: The Taft-Hartley Act will be 


revised only in a minor way, satisfying 
neither management nor labor. 


Defense and foreign aid: Both will be 


cut. with $5 billion, possibly more, as the 
saving Congress will shoot at.

YOUR HEALTH 


By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN, M.D. 


SYMPTOMS ranging from headache 


to bad temper are often blamed on high 
blood pressure. But this poor illness haj 
enough discomforts of its own without 
receiving credit for all headaches, dizzi- 
ness, shortness of breath, or loss of 
temper. 


Recently a study was made of 200 


persons with very high blood pressure. 
Of these patients, those who knew of 
their elevated blood pressure were com- 
pared with those who had no knowledge' 
that such a condition existed. 


In both groups, the severity of the 


high blood pressure or hypertension was 
about the same. 


Of the 200 p a t i e n t s , 104 were 


unaware that they actually had raised 
blood pressure. 
Eighty-seven of these 


did not suffer from severe headaches. 
- 


Of the 96 patients who knew of their 


high blood pressure, 71 complained of 
headaches, and the remainder of the 
patients complained of other symptoms, 
such as shortness of breath, dizziness, 
and extremely short tempers. 


From this data, it can be seen that 


many of the symptoms that accompany- 
high blood pressure may be a product of 
the worry and anxiety 
that go with 


knowing that all is not right within the 
body. 


This does not mean, however, 
that 


high blood pressure is not to blame for^ 
some headaches. It can" give symptom^ 
of severe headache, especially in women • 
going through the change of life. But 
the belief that a headache is a bad sign 
of hypertension seems to be faise. 


Many times, a treatment for 
high 


blood pressure will be acclaimed 
be- 


cause of the supposed cure of the head- 
ache. This cannot, however, be a true 
measure of the value of treatment.
